School Report. 


To THE CITIZENS OF THE SCHOOL District oF MADISON: 


We herewith submit our annual report of the schools for 
the year ending February 15, 1907. 

Twenty-four weeks’ school have been taught in all districts 
except the Quarry and Tasker schools. In the Quarry district 
for fall term we thought it advisable to send to Albany: and in 
the Tasker scbool the fall term was cut short two weeks by lack 
of attendance. 

We think that the most of the teachers and pupils have 
done good work. Once again we desire to impress the fact 
upon the minds of parents that every absence means more to 
the scholars than they realize. It not only makes a break in 
the class, but a lesson lost is a missing link in the chain of 
education. 

All our school-houses are in good repair exeept the Nick- 
erson, where the interior needs improving. 

Our schools need more and better maps. charts, etc. We 
shall also need some new books the coming year. 

There is now in progress ‘‘for the benefit of the cee dis- 
trict,” at the Corner a winter term, being taught by Mr. T C. 
Pearson, an experienced, thorough and éarnest worker. The 
attendance is not up to what we wish, there being about twenty 
scholars. Still we believe it a profitable term and should be 
continued for the benefit of the advanced scholars. + 

The very generous gift of fifty dollars from the Madison 
Association in Massachusetts for a winter term is very much 
appreciated, and we wish more scholars could have taken ad- 
vantage of it. We therefore recommend the raising of one 
hundred dollars for a winter term.another year.
